Examiner agrees with Applicant on that claims 5 and 1 1 as amended define over 
Someya (U.S. Patent No. 4,952,972) In view of Applicant's aidmitted prior art, and 
Nagano (U.S. Patent No. 5,920,408) in view of Applicant's admitted prior art, 
respectively.

New method claim 12 is similar to method claim 5 and thus is allowable for the 
reason given for claim 5.
